up to them, and the company re- 
fusing toaccept the responsibility, 
This occasioned a deadlock since 
neithef side would give in. 
It appears that when the plant 
was installed the Alberta Electric 
Co. accepted this responsibility with-

up, to the time that the liquidators 
of ‘the company took over the plant 
the company did everything tnat 
was necessary to keep the street 
lights:in fit condition: But now a 
change has come about. 


This will mean a considerable re- 
duction in the revenue of the light- 
ting plant as the town paid annually 
660 per light for 18 lights when 
they were going, but when not 
burning a pro rata reduction was 
made for each light. The income 
to the company for the street lights 
amounted to between 8900 and 
and $1,000 per year. 

This serious reduction inthe re- 
venue of the company may have 
considerable effect on the remainder 
of the system, and may eventually 
mean its discontinuance altogether,

As 0 crop likely to be quite as profit- 
able as wheat this year may be men- 
tioned flax. The anntial consumption of 
flaxseed is in the neighborhood of 
30,000,000 bushels on this continent, All 
but about 2,000,000 bushels of this is 
used in the United States, The com- 
bined crops of seed in Canada and the 
United States usually fall 12,000,000 or 
15,000,000 bushels short of this amount. 
This extra is normally brought from Ar- 
gentina, and is coming in at the present 
time, 

Where wheat seeding has progressed 
rather slowly it will often be advisuble to 
sow the last few acres intended for wheat 
rather to flax, The cash returns for the 
two crops per acre this year are likely to 
be practically equal, and about the samo 
‘as they were last year, So why not try 
the flax and run no chance with late 
wheat, usually a poor crop at best. 

Only clean seed should be sown and 
that on clean Jand. A limited area of 
well-prepared land sown with clean seed 
will be more profitable than a large arca 
of badly prepared land on which dirty 
seed is used. 

Well-prepared land means (a) a good 
summer fallow, (b) first year stubble 
after summer fallow properly burned, 
well cultivated, sown and then harrowed, 
(c) other stubble land burned if possible, 
well ploughed, then packed, harrowcd 
and seeded, and then packed again cr 
rolled and harrowed, 

For the new settler or the man with 
new breaking done before May 25 or 26, 
flax offers an opportunity for money- 
meking this year on this Jand such as is 

possible with crop, . Break 
shook shees inches deep, disc As soon as 
broken, and #o fill all openings of epaces 
between the farrows, and conserve mois- 
ture as well as make a solid  seed-bed. 
Sow seed carefully before the tirat of June 
at the rate of 30 to 40 Ibs. per acre,

: The German Spy System 


Oaths of Neutrality Are Broken as Free- 
ly as Oaths of Naturalization 


The revelations cabled from Sydney 
with regard vo the German professors 
who acted as spieg in Australia give a 
very good indication of the thorough- 
ness of the German espionage system. 
When war broke out the congress of 
the British Association for the Ad- 


vancement of Science was sitting .1 
Australia. Four German professors 
attended the congress. They were 
enemy subjects in Austrelia, but were 
treated with the customary British 
consideration and leniency, They pos- 
ed as “international scientists,” and, 
to avoid internment, all took an oath 
of neutraliiy, two with apparent will- 
ingnesg and two after some hesitation. 
It is now shuwn conclusively that by 
their clemency the Australian govern- 
ment liberated a least three spies, who 
Bpent their leisure in gathering mili- 
tary information which they endeav- 
ored to forward or ca ry to Germany. 
One of them who was arrested in 
England has been identified with othe> 
acts of espionage which entitle him to 
be described as a professional spy. 
Such incidents have ben multiplied 
in Britain and in France with graver 
consequences, for there is little doubt 
that, in spite of occasional captures, 
Germany has been getting good value 
during the war ‘or her expensive spy 
system. Oaths of neutrality § are 
broken ag freely by Germans as oaths 
‘of naturalization, both being conven- 
iently recognized by the German gov- 
ernment as a means by which good 
Germans may silence suspicion while 
serving thelr country abroad, The 
Australian disclosures naturally raise 
the question of the future treatment 
of Germans who are in a position to 
gather and forwai. information of 
value to the enemy. If the oaths of 
German professors who were honored 
delegates among British scientists 
are of no value, what German can we 
be expected to trust upon a worthless 
parole?

Germans Lose 
_ One Million 


Official Lists of Casualties Are Now 
Being Doeliberately Falsified 


The German official casualty lists 
give a total of 651,768 dead to Jan- 
vary $1, 1916, The average delay ve 
tween the death of a Germam soldier 
and the Appearance of his name on the 
official lists {& from four: to six woeks, 
The above figures,’ therefore,’ oan 
hardly include casualties later than 
December 31, 1916. 
* To this figure must be added a cer 

fm proportion of missing. The num- 

er of prisoners is p’ sely known to 
the allies, and after deducting a small 
percentage for desertion, the number 
of dead in the German lists of missing 
is not less than 160,000, making a to- 
tal, derived from the Germans’ own 
admission, of 810,000. 

That is not all, Apart from the 
lists published by the German govern- 
ment, the French authorities have 
amassed a large body of evidence 
based on the average deaths per 1000 
mobilized men at a given date. These 
prove conclusively that the German 
official lists are deliberately falsified 
or intentionally inadequate. 

In the early months of the war these 
private and official lists very nearly 
tallied, but ever since January, 1915, 
there has been a marked discrep- 
ancy. Tho, official lists give an aver- 

of 20 per cent. less than private 
lists. This represents a difference of 
over 200,000 dead. 

It is a matter of mathematical cer- 
tainty that the German empire has 
lost over one million dead alone to 
the end of last year.

We hope these words will bé 
taken a8 more than conventional 
rhétoric of a farewell message, They 
remind ug of an aspect of the war 
which ig forgotten by the impatient 
spectator who has got into the habit 
of talking and thinking as, if the war 
in the west were an interminable wait- 
ing in trenches with no prospect of 
onclusion or solution.

Des Moines and Booze 


A Year Without Saloons the Most 
Prosperous in the History of the 
City 


After going a year without saloons 
the city of Des Moines makes this re- 
por: through the Register and Leader: 

“One year ago today, the eighty- 
six saloons of Des Moines closed 
their doors, and there are few men 
in touch with the affairs of the city 
who are not ready to say that the 
past year has been the best, most 
prosperous and most orderly in the 
history of Des Moines.

A walk 
through the business district reveals 
the absence of untenanted store 
rooms. The demand for houses, 
coupled with extensive building opera- 
tions, demonstrates the continued 
growth of Des Moines. 

“Other cities of lowa can logically 
expect to duplicate the record made 
in Des Moines, both as to the con- 
dition of the city and the growth of 
public sentiment, favorable to the 
closing of the saloons. Unless the 
confused state of politics turns the 
control of law enforcement agencies 
to unfriendly hands, recognition of

since that time the office has been 
constantly receiving accretion from

historical, genealogical, statistical,

State papers, domestic, colonis| 
and foreign, formerly preserved in the 
state paper office in Whitehall, are 
also to be seen there. Usually fifty or 
sixty students are seen working in the 
record office every day, and at any 
time there is the fascinating thought 
that one of them may make some in- 
teresting historical discovery.—Lon- 
don Tit-Bits.
